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Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  Otley  for  the 
year  1938. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  trade  was  good  in  all 
the  staple  industries  of  the  town,  viz.,  Engineering,  Worsted 
Spinning,  Weaving  and  Paper  Making.  In  September  came 
the  crisis  in  European  Politics,  which  caused  a  serious  blow 
to  the  Printing  Machine,  Spinning  and  Weaving  Industries. 

This  crisis  resulted  in  many  of  the  workpeople  engaged 
in  these  trades  to  be  placed  on  short  time  of  about  three  days 
a  week  employment. 

As  this  is  my  last  report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I  should  like  to  thank  all  Members  of  the  Council, 
both  past  and  present,  for  their  many  kindnesses,  toleration 
and  charitableness  shown  to  me  in  the  carrying  out  of  my 
duties,  which  in  many  instances  is  of  a  very  trying  and 
unpleasant  character. 

To  my  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  T.  E.  Davies,  I  am 
deeply  grateful  for  his  great  help,  keen  interest  and  his 
assiduous  attention  to  duties.  We  have  worked  together 
for  nearly  twenty-four  years,  and  this  period  of  my  life  will 
always  remain  to  me  a  most  happy  memory.  I  think  the 
Council  should  be  thankful  they  have  in  Mr.  Davies  such  a 
valued  servant,  one  who  is  most  capable,  tactful,  just  and 
most  obliging.  I  have  also  to  thank  Mr.  C.  E.  Hodgson,  the 
Surveyor,  for  his  great  help  and  assistance  in  all  matters 
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pertaining  to  my  duties  and  to  all  other  Officials  of  the 
Council. 

Again  I  must  remark  about  the  large  increase  in  legis¬ 
lation  which  has  during  the  last  few  years  added  additional 
work  and  increased  responsibilities  on  the  Public  Health 
Department,  and  I  feel  the  time  has  come  when  additional 
assistance  should  be  provided  for  this  department.

You  will  note  from  the  above  table  we  had  twenty-seven 
new  cases  notified,  viz.,  15  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  12  cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.

Durum  the  first  nine  months  we  were  tolerably  free 
from  infectious  diseases.  Scarlet  Fever,  which  had  been 
prevalent  during  the  year  1929,  has  gradually  abated,  as 
you  will  see  from  the  Table  included  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report.  The  disease  has  been  prevalent 
throughout  the  West  Riding,  although  there  have  been  very 
few  fatalities. 

As  regards  Diphtheria,  we  have  been  nearly  free  from 
this  disease  for  many  years,  but  during  the  year  under 
review  we  had  a  total  of  67  cases  of  this  disease  notified,  and 
61  of  the  cases  were  notified  during  the  last  four  months. 
If  you  turn  to  the  above-mentioned  Table  you  will  see  that 
the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year 
1938  was  nearly  as  many  cases  as  notified  during  the 
previous  nine  years. 

This  small  epidemic  appeared  to  start  in  the  west-end 
of  the  district,  and  we  no  doubt  were  pestered  with  some 
carriers  in  that  part  of  the  town.  The  cases  were  evidently 
of  a  virulent  type,  and  in  my  efforts  to  try  and  locate 
carriers  of  the  disease  I  swabbed  practically  all  children 
attending  the  Westgate  Infants  and  the  Westgate  Mixed 
Schools.  The  result  of  these  swabs  was,  several  children 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria  Gravis.  The 
Infants’  School  was  closed  as  a  precautionary  measure 
against  the  spread  of  the  disease  for  a  period  of  fourteen 
days.  I  also  commenced  another  campaign  of  immunisa¬ 
tion  of  school  children  against  the  disease,  and  all  children 
whose  parents  consented,  viz.,  137,  were  treated  for 
immunisation. 

We  had  a  total  of  four  deaths  amongst  the  67  cases  of 
Diphtheria. 


Seventeen  of  the  67  notified  Diphtheria  cases  had 
previously  been  immunised,  whereas  the  other  fifty  had  not 
been  treated  for  immunisation. 

General  Sanitary  Arrangements  of  the  District. 

The  amount  of  work  now  put  on  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  is  getting  very  burdensome.  Continued  new  legisla¬ 
tion  places  a  large  amount  of  more  work  on  the  officials  of 
this  department.  For  instance,  this  year  there  is  the  new 
Factory  Act,  and  during  the  year  1939  we  are  promised  the 
new  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  which  will  entail  much  super¬ 
vision  and  the  keeping  of  records.  It  is  nearly  impossible 
for  one  Sanitary  Inspector  to  carry  out  the  work  required 
efficiently.  Look  at  the  time  occupied  in  the  examination  of 
meat  at  the  Public  Abattoir,  Ambulance  work,  Inspection  of 
houses,  Returning  Infectious  Diseases  and  disinfection, 
Inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies,  and  Household  refuse 
removed,  etc.  If  you  refer  to  the  Inspector’s  Annual 
Report  you  must  realise  the  large  amount  of  book-keeping 
and  recording  that  is  required  so  as  to  keep  up  to  date. 

Water  Supply. 

I  have  always  felt  very  proud  of  our  excellent  supply 
of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water.  During  the  year  1940 
some  of  the  heavy  expense  incurred  in  the  provision  of  this 
supply  will  be  paid  off.

Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and 
consideration  my  Twenty-third  Annual  Report  as  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  Cleansing  Superintendent  for  the 
year  ended  the  31st  December,  1938. 

The  Public  Health  Department  has  again  been  kept 
busy  throughout  the  year,  and  prompt  attention  has  been 
given  to  all  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  disinfection  and 
complaints. 

Systematic  inspections  have  again  been  carefully 
carried  out  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  but  I  am  afraid  these 
inspections  have  not  been  as  frequent  as  one  would  like, 
because  I  find  it  impossible  to  devote  the  amount  of  time 
required,  because  of  the  additional  work  in  the  Health 
Department  brought  about  by  the  great  increase  of  legisla¬ 
tion  of  recent  years. 

I  therefore  would  appeal  to  the  Council  to  consider  the 
question  of  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector,  as  I  feel  sure  assistance  is  necessary  if  the  work 
of  this  department  is  to  be  carried  out  efficiently. 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  your  district 
which  made  use  of  middens  or  old  privies  for  the  reception 
of  ashes  and  household  refuse  have  been  supplied  with 
galvanised  ashbins.  This  is  a  definite  sanitary  improve¬ 
ment. 
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The  following  licensed  public-houses  have  during  the 
year  been  brought  up  to  the  Council’s  standard  as  regards 
the  sanitary  conveniences  for  the  tenant  and  customers  of 
both  sexes  : 

“  Leeds  House  Inn,”  Market  Place.

“  Fountain’s  Inn,”  Gay  Lane. 

The  humane  method  of  slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs 
at  the  Public  Slaughter-houses  was  put  into  operation  on  the 
1st  April,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  the  method  has  been 
successful. 

I  would  very  much  like  to  record  my  sincere  apprecia¬ 
tions  and  thanks  for  the  help  and  assistance  received  from 
Dr.  W.  E.  Bennett,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Otley 
Urban  District  Council,  who  retired  from  public  service  on 
the  31st  December,  1938,  after  more  than  fifty  years’ 
service.  During  my  long  association  of  more  than  twenty- 
three  years  with  Dr.  Bennett  he  was  always  a  true  friend 
and  colleague  and  there  never  was  a  word  of  discord  during 
the  whole  of  our  association. 

Nuisances. 

During  the  year  266  Informal  Notices  and  24  Statutory 
Notices  were  served  requiring  the  abatement  of  nuisances  in 
connection  with  308  separate  premises,  and  89  Informal 
Notices,  and  2  Statutory  Notices  relating  to  nuisances  in 
connection  with  133  separate  premises  served  in  the  previous 
year  and  not  complied  with,  were  carried  forward  to  be 
dealt  with  during  the  year  1938. 

The  number  of  nuisances  recorded  was  359,  and  the 
nuisances  outstanding  at  the  close  of  1937  were  146.  Hence, 
the  total  number  of  nuisances  to  be  dealt  with  during  the 
year  1938  was  505. 

During  the  year  474  nuisances  (affecting  425  separate 
premises)  were  abated,  and  the  number  of  outstanding 
nuisances  at  the  close  of  the  year  1938  was  31.  These  out¬ 
standing  nuisances  affect  16  different  premises. 

During  the  year  there  were  341  Informal  Notices  and 
24  Statutory  Notices  complied  with,  and  the  Notices 


outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year  were  14  Informal 

o  i 

Notices  and  2  Statutory  Notices. 

The  number  of  alterations  and  improvements  carried 
out  voluntarily,  and  which  came  under  my  supervision,  was 
78,  and  the  premises  affected  by  these  works  numbered 
twenty-five. 

Again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  in  no  instance  was  it 
necessary  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances.

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Household  Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  has 
again  been  systematically  and  successfully  carried  out.  All 
parts  of  the  town  have  received  the  same  service. 

A  fair  amount  of  time  has  been  given  in  the  supervision 
of  this  work  and  all  refuse  was  dumped  at  the  Ings  Tip. 

During  the  year  there  were  twenty-eight  separate 
collections  throughout  the  district,  giving  an  average  of 
about  thirteen  days  for  each  collection.  In  addition  there 
was  the  usual  weekly  collection  from  the  centre  of  the  town. 

The  service  of  collecting  refuse  every  week  from 
.Middleton  Sanatorium  and  the  Staff  Cottages  for  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  has  again  been  carried  out  satisfac¬ 
torily.  A  total  of  fifty-two  loads  of  refuse  was  collected 
and  disposed  of  from  these  premises. 

The  Ings  Tip  has  again  been  maintained  in  a  most  satis¬ 
factory  and  tidy  condition,  and  old  tins  have  been 
frequently  removed. 

The  total  loads  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of  was 
1,534  motor  loads,  estimated  at  3,451  tons,  which  gives  an 
average  of  6.24  cwts.  per  head  of  population. 

The  estimated  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  the  district 
is  3,417 ;  hence,  the  amount  of  refuse  per  house  was  about 
equal  to  21  cwts.  per  annum.

Public  Slaughter-houses  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  slaughter  and  dressing  of  food  animals  in  the 
preparation  of  meat  has  again  been  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Slaughter-houses  most  satisfactorily. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  143  visits  were  paid  to  the 
slaughter-houses  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  meat. 

The  quality  of  meat  retailed  in  your  district  is  good. 

The  number  of  Slaughtermen  licensed  under  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  for  the  year  1938  totalled 
46. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  we  had  three  tenement 
Slaughter-houses  vacant. 

On  the  1st  April,  1938,  the  humane  methods  of 
slaughter  of  all  animals  became  operative,  and  I  feel 
confident  none  of  the  Slaughtermen  would  care  to  revert 
back  to  the  old  methods  of  slaughter. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the 
year  was  7,170,  which  shows  a  decrease  of  798  animals 
slaughtered  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This 
decrease  is  the  result  of  1,014  less  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  by  tenant  butchers,  but  against  this  there  were 
216  more  animals  slaughtered  in  the  accommodation 
slaughter-houses.

Food  Condemned  and  Destroyed 

The  amount  of  food  condemned  and  destroyed  during 
the  year  as  being  totally  unfit  for  human  consumption  was 
7,897  lbs.,  which  shows  a  decrease  of  1,672  lbs.  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  741  lbs.  of  this  condemned  meat 
was  from  animals  brought  for  accommodation  slaughter  by 
persons  resident  in  districts  outside  Otley  and  persons  not 
having  any  business  premises  in  Otley.

In  dealing  with  the  foregoing  condemned  food,  there 
were  36  separate  surrenders  and  no  case  of  seizure. 
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The  whole  of  the  condemned  food  was  first  sprayed 
with  disinfectants,  and  if  too  large  for  destruction  on  the 
boiler  fire,  it  was  removed  to  the  Knacker,  Wrose  Hill,  Idle, 
by  Messrs.  W.  Child  &  Son. 

Notifiable  Diseases  and  Disinfection 

The  number  of  cases  of  disease  notified  during  the  year 
was  147,  which  shows  an  increase  of  70  cases  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

The  diseases  wTere  : — Scarlet  Fever,  9  ;  Diphtheria,  67  ; 
Erysipelas,  3 ;  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  1 ;  Pneumonia,  40 ; 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  15 ;  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis, 
12. 

Patients  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treat¬ 
ment  numbered  81,  viz.,  Scarlet  Fever,  9 ;  Diphtheria,  67 ; 
Erysipelas,  2;  Pneumonia,  1;  Measles  and  Appendicitis,  1; 
Observation  Case,  1. 

Amongst  the  67  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  17  patients 
were  said  to  have  been  immunised  against  the  disease, 
whereas  the  other  50  patients  had  not  previously  been 
treated  for  immunisation. 

There  were  four  deaths  amongst  the  patients  removed 
to  the  hospital,  all  of  which  were  suffering  from  Diphtheria, 
viz.  : — - 

Boy,  10  years  of  age,  died  the  day  after  admittance. 

Girl,  7  years  of  age,  died  three  days  after  admittance. 

Man,  46  years  of  age,  died  same  day  as  admitted. 

Boy,  7  years  of  age,  died  five  days  after  admittance. 

A  total  of  443  rooms  and  5  Schools  were  thoroughly 
disinfected  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases.  In 
addition,  bedding  was  removed  to  the  hospital  for  steam 
disinfection  from  each  infected  house  where  the  patient  was 
removed  to  hospital. 

As  a  precautionary  measure  against  the  spread  of 
Diphtheria,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ordered  the 
closure  of  the  Westgate  Infant  School  from  December  14th 
for  a  fortnight. 

The  disease  of  Diphtheria  was  prevalent  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  viz.,  the  months  of  September, 
October,  November  and  December.

The  Ambulance  Service  for  the  removal  of  the  sick  and 
the  lame  has  again  been  run  throughout  the  year  most  satis- 
factorily,  and  in  no  instance  was  it  necessary  to  call  for 
outside  assistance. 

There  was  not  one  complaint  during  the  year  regarding 
running  or  discomfort  to  passengers.

Five  registered  purveyors  of  milk  have  no  registered 
premises  in  the  district,  as  each  brings  milk  into  Otley  for 
retail  sale  from  outside  districts. 

The  16  farms  provide  accommodation  for  304-  cattle  in 
26  registered  cowsheds. 

Two  of  the  registered  retail  purveyors’  premises 
attached  to  dwelling-houses  are  only  registered  as  such  for 
the  purpose  of  storing  and  cleansing  milk  utensils  and  not 
for  storing  milk  thereon,  because  the  premises  are  lacking  of 
suitable  milk  stores. 

Seven  licences  were  issued  for  the  retail  of  milk  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936.  Six  were  for 
the  sale  of  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  “  Certified  "  milk,  and 
one  for  the  sale  of  “  Pasteurised  ”  milk. 


There  are  still  three  producers  of  milk  in  your  district 
licensed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  for  the 
production  of  “  Accredited  ”  milk,  viz.,  Mrs.  H.  Kendrew, 
Stubbings  Farm,  Mr.  C.  Greenwood,  Maple  Bank  Farm, 
and  Messrs.  M.  &  R.  M.  Parker,  Westbourne  Farm. 

During  the  year  I  visited  and  inspected  48  cowsheds 
and  42  dairies  and  retail  milk  purveyors’  premises,  and  I 
am  pleased  to  record  the  condition  of  the  premises  were 
found  most  satisfactory. 


The  County  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  T.  N.  V.  Potts)  has 
kindly  forwarded  the  following  information  as  regards  the

There  is  still  only  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  your 
district,  and  the  same  is  periodically  inspected.  The 
premises  are  old,  and  when  application  was  made  by  the 
Keeper  for  the  renewal  of  registration  as  required  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  application  was  refused, 
unless  certain  structural  alterations  were  carried  out.  The 
Keeper  ultimately  agreed  to  do  certain  alterations,  and 
these  works  are  at  the  present  time  in  progress.

The  number  of  persons  licenced  in  your  district  to  store 
Petroleum  Spirit  or  Petroleum  Mixture  under  the  above 
Act  totals  32,  which  shows  an  increase  of  three  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

Eight  licences  cover  the  storage  of  both  Petroleum  and 
Calcium  Carbide,  twenty- three  cover  the  storage  of  Petro¬ 
leum  only,  and  one  covers  the  storage  of  Calcium  Carbide 
only. 

The  whole  of  the  licences  allow  for  the  storage  of 
45,600  gallons  of  Petroleum  and  Petroleum  Mixture,  and 
812  lbs.  of  Calcium  Carbide. 

No  breach  of  the  Act  was  met  with  during  the  several 
visits  of  inspection  made  to  these  licensed  premises.

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Housing  Acts 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  during  the  year  for 
housing  defects  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  or  Housing 
Acts  was  210,  and  87  of  these  houses  were  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory,  where  the  other  123  needed  further  action.  In 
addition  there  were  11  houses  not  reasonably  fit  for  habita¬ 
tion  carried  over  from  the  previous  year.  Hence  the  total 
number  of  houses  to  be  dealt  with  was  134. 

Two  of  the  above  defective  houses  were  definitely 
insanitary  and  accordingly  were  dealt  with  under  Section  9, 
Housing  Act,  1936,  whereas  the  others  were  found  to  be  not 
in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair  and  were  dealt  with  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts. 

A  total  of  116  houses  were  rendered  fit  in  response  to 
Informal  Notices.  Six  were  rendered  fit  after  service  of 
Statutory  Notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  and  two 
rendered  fit  after  the  service  of  Statutory  Notices  under  the 
Housing  Acts,  1936.  The  balance  of  ten  houses  had  not 
been  remedied  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Overcrowding 

During  the  year  I  met  with  only  one  case  of  over¬ 
crowding,  viz.,  a  two-bedroom  house  occupied  by  seven 
persons  (one  family).  The  overcrowding  was  remedied  after 
service  of  Informal  Notice  by  the  occupants  removing  to  a 
larger  house. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  no  known  case  of 
overcrowding  in  the  district. 

Progress  of  Work  at  the  close  of  Year  1938  with  Houses 
dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act,  1930. 

The  whole  of  the  thirty-two  houses  (with  the  exception 
of  No.  9,  Bay  Horse  Yard)  in  the  following  areas  in  which 
the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  Orders  confirming  Clearance 
Orders  on  the  2nd  November,  1936,  have  now  been 
demolished  and  the  respective  sites  cleared.

The  Council  agreed  to  a  postponement  of  the  demolition 
of  No.  9  Bay  Horse  Yard  for  a  period  of  2|  years  on  the 
application  of  the  owner,  because  this  building  is  somewhat 
interlocked  with  the  adjoining  premises,  and  after  this 
period  the  owner  will  be  at  liberty  to  carry  out  certain 
alterations  when  No.  9  is  demolished. 


Progress  with  other  Houses  that  were  represented  but  which  the  Ministry 
of  Health  did  not  issue  Confirming  Orders. 

Area  No.  12. — 23,  25,  Verity’s  Yard,  Bondgate.  Houses  vacated. 
Area  No.  13. — 7,  8,  9,  Burras  Lane.  Houses  demolished.  Site  Cleared. 

During  the  year  76  new  houses  were  erected  in  your 
district,  all  of  the  working-class  type,  and  all  the  houses 
were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  I  estimate  the  number  of 
dwelling-houses  in  your  district  at  3,417.
